SCHOOL REPORT. 


Under the new law the school year begins with the fall 
term; therefore the vear 1895-6 is not yet completed. This 
report accordingly is designed to furnish statistics of the spring 
term of 1895 only. The statistics of the fall term of 1895 will 
appear in their proper place as a part of the next annual 
report. 

The progress made during the term was highly satisfactory 
to both parents and school board, especially as the teachers 
employed were all residents of the town. The teaching of 
physiology, as required by jaw, proved to be beneficial, inas- 
much as it awakened in the younger scholars a desire to learn 
about the human body. It is probable that under the old sys- 
tem at least three-fourths of the scholars would never have 
taken up the study at all. Forty-one pupils attended the high 
school, and enjoyed the advantages of a profitable term under 
an able instructor.
